day  out — concentrating  on  sulfuric  acid  and  sight-singing, 
Edgar  Allen  Poe,  and  the  law  of  inertia — it  has  been  pretty 
hard  to  realize  that  thaere's  a  war  going  on. 
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THE  SHAPE  OF  THINGS  TO  COME

Buried  deep  in  the  chaos  of  today's  world  lies  a  pattern 
to  which  we  must  conform  our  living  even  after  the  strife 
of  war  has  ceased.  For  those  of  us  who  believe  that  when 
the  final  taps  of  war  are  blown  the  world  will  return  to  its 
.  pre-war  status,  a  great  shock  is  in  store. 

Perhaps  that  might  better  be  termed  only  the  begin¬ 
ning — ihe  beginning  of  adjustments  and  readjustments.  We, 
who  still  share  the  luxuries  and  advantages  of  American 
life  cannot  conceive  of  the  true  meaning  of  adjustment  as 
men  who  return  from  battle  fields  will  realize  ij.  Hovering 
close  ever  them,  a  fear,  almost  uncertainty  fastens  itself 
to  plans,  to  futures,  to  life.  Men  seek  security,  and  grop¬ 
ing  blindly  fall  again..  And  on  the  world  moves,  unmind¬ 
ful  of  its  tragedy. 

The  shape  of  ihe  world  to  come  hangs  in  the  gallery  of 
Unknown.  Many  artists  have  dabbed  paint  on  canvasses, 
but  no  portrait  can  be  finished  until  the  testing  of  war  is 
over.  There  are  only  a  few  facts  about  which  we  can  be 
sure  in  this  picture  of  tomorrow:  the  darkness  of  strife 
will  be  erased;  the  difference  of  color  and  creeds  will  be 
insignificant;  selfishness  will  find  no  place — even  in  the 
background. 

And  so,  fellow  youth,  the  problem  is  yours!  What  is 

the  shape  of  things  to  come? 


Alt  day  we  sit  in  class,  the  li-j 
brary,  and  the  show— seeing  and 
hearing  about  the  plans  of  strat¬ 
egy  our  men  make.  We  hear 
of  victory  after  victory  in  bat¬ 
tles;  we  read  of  advances  made 
by  the  Fifth  Army  in  Italy,  con¬ 
ferences  at  Teheran  and  Cairo — 
but  still  the  war  seems  miles 
away — not  completely  part  of  us. 

True,  we  have  sweethearts, 
brothers  and  husbands  there — yet 
we  don’t  know  what  they’re  do¬ 
ing — we  can’t  tell  how  or  what 
kind  of  lives  they’re  leading — 
and  we  need  and  we  want  to  know 
facts,  Deep  down  we  want  to 
be  just  as  much  a  part  of  this 
conflict  as  those  boys  we’re 
missing;  we  want  to  give  ’til  it 
hurts;  we’ll  give  without  com¬ 
plaining,  too. 

There  are  eight  hundred  of  us 
here — all  together  we  represent 
just  about  that  many  and  several 
more  boys  fighting  this  war  for 
us.  What  more  direct  contact 
with  the  fronts  could  we  ask 
for.  As  Lieut.  Caum  has  said— 
this  is  our  war,  too,  and  we  want 
to  know  more  about  it. 

The  teachers,  elders,  and  the 
fellow  students  who  are  better 
informed  about  this  war,  we  ask 
one  simple  question — tell  us 
us  what  facts  we  can  know.  Help 
us  to  remember  we’re  fighting, 
too.  When  there  is  danger  afoot, 
and  the  majority  of  us  lazy 
Southerners  are  so  asleep  we 
can’t  realize  it — it’s  up  to  the 
alert  minority  to  put  us  on  our 
toes. 

How  can  we  be  reminded? 

By  having  more  chapel  speak¬ 
ers  as  Lieut.  Caum  and  Dr  Gos- 
nell,  who  talk  about  problems 
concerning  us;  by  conducting  more 
open  forums  in  chapel  on  such 
questions  as  post-war  planning; 
by  offering  again  competition  be- 


If  more  emphasis  were  put  on 
the  war  in  chapel,  the  people 
who  call  us  lazy  and  indifferent 
would  find  the  student  body  in¬ 
terested  to  knew  what  is  going 
on.  Its  4only  common  sense  that 
eight  hundred  people  will  enjoy 
sharing  somethinig  more  than 
ten  or  even  twenty  students  will. 
There  are  130,000,01)0  Americans 
in  this  war,  determined  to  win. 
Why  can’t  eight  hundred  of  those 
millions  learn  about  it  together?

During  this  past  week  of  the 
war  in  Italy,  the  Germans  have 
launched  counter-attacks  on'  the 
Allied  bridgehead  below  Rome, 
There  has  been  indecisive  fight¬ 
ing  in  the  mountains  around  Cas- 
sino  and  also  in  the  city  itself. 
For  the  first  time  in  the  Italian 
empaign  the  Germans  are  throw¬ 
ing  in  their  Reichfuhrer  Elite 
ruard.  Despite  Allied  naval  and 
rir  superiority  the  enemy  is  still 
able  to  hold  out,  sometime  s  ad¬ 
vancing  on  the  land.  There  is 
now  sign  either  of  a  swift  junc- 
ion  of  Allied  forces  or  a  trium- 
thant  march  on  Rome  in  the  near 
future. 

The  Russians,  in  an  attempt  to 
get  the  Finns  out  of  the  war, 
have  bombed  Helsinki  for  several 
nights,  starting  fires  in  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  the  city,  at  the  rail  junc¬ 
tion,  and  in  the  port  areas.  It 
has  been  reported  that  many 
people  are  fleeing  from  the  city.  ' 
In-  the  Pacific  area,  from  the 
Marshal  Islands,  Admiral  Nimitz 
’.as  announced  that  all '  Japanese 
esistance  on  the  three  islands  of 
Kwajelein  Atoll  has  ceased,  thus 
placing  all  except  eleven  of  the

Insure  Future  Peace,  Says  Lippman

"The  United  States  brought  on  its  own  war!" 

This  is  a  shocking  statement  but  it  is  true  according  to 
Walter  Lippman,  who'discusses  our  part  in  the  present  war  in 
his  book  United  States  Foreign  Policy. 


.  Mr.  Lippmann  is  well  quali¬ 
fied  to  discuss  this  subject  as  he 
has  been  on  the  “inside”  since 
war  started.  He  gives  the  l'ea- 
sons  why  we  were  caught  nap¬ 
ping  at  Pearl  Harbor,  the  main 
one  being  our  hesitation  to  de- 
.  cide  whom  we  would  have  as 
-our  allies. 

Russia,  China,  Great  Britain, 
•and  the  United  States  are  at  war 
with  the  Axis  nations  and  U,  S. 
Foreign  Policy  shows  clearly  that 
that  alone  none  of  the  Allies 
could  defeat  the  Axis.. 

These  two  questions — Can  the 
United  States  make  foreign  com¬ 
mitments  without  a  foreign  pol¬ 
icy  and  the  force  to  back  it  up? 
and  Can  we  now  agree  upon  a 
foreign  policy  which''  will  safe¬ 
guard  our  future?  are  features 
cf  this  book. 

In  order  to  be  able  to  insure 
fu lure  peace  the  U.S.  must  take 
an  interest  in  the  post  war  plans, 
if  our  country  adopts  an  isola¬ 
tionist  attitude  as  it-  did  after 
World  War  I,  our  children  will 
kr.vo  to  fight  too.  Mr.  Lippman 
fears  down  all  the  old  beliefs 
tv. at  the  Western  Hemisphere  can 
alone  and  shows  us  how 
tv  a  co  u  easily  fail  to  win  the 
peoie  now.
